Washington, Jan, 20. The State Depart ment 
announced today that the United States would 
break off diplomatic relations with Bulgaria unless 
the Bulgarian Government withdrew its demand 
for the immediate recall of the American Minister 
to Sofia. 

The Bulgarian demand was made 
presented here yesterda 

The United States Minister in Sofia, Mr 
Donald Heath, was declared persona non grata. 

In a note delivered today to the Bulgarian 
Foreign Ministry by the American Legation, the 
State Department said, “Unless the Bulgarian 
Government withdraws its note of January 19, and 
demonstrates its willingness to observe established 
international standards of conduct, the United 
States Government must conclude that the Bul- 
garian Government does not desire to maintain 
normal relations. 

"In these circumstances, the United States Govern- 
ment will be obliged to withdraw the United States 
Aplomatic mission from Pulgarin and ask for the recall 
of the Bulgarian diplomatie mission fram the

cloth should be necessary, tn 
many instances, In) conjunction 
with a stenm tron. 

A press cloth can be many 
things. It might be a chemically 
treated cloth and oof cntrse, 
whether chemically trented. or 
a cloth of cheesecloth or lght- 
welght muslin, tt should be used 
dry with o steam Iron, Press 
eleths for dry iruning, should be 
lint-free and smooth. 

Silk or Rayon 

No one press cloth will work 
on every type of fabric. On 
silk or rayon, use cheesecloth, 
Dampen slightly, lay over gar- 
ment, and press until dry, with 
dial set for rayon. If no cloth 
is available, then tissuc paper, 
da with a sponge 
fuirly satisfactory 
substitute. Dampened — tissue 
paper is good for top pressing,
